A briefing officer explained 
that no elaborate ceremonies were 
planned for the airport arrival 
because it occurred after dark 
and because MacArthur wanted to 
reach the hotel as soon as pos- 
sible.

Objections of St. Louis health 
officials to g bill providing for 
elimination of duplicate milk in- 
spections by various Missouri mu- 
nicipalities apparently have been 
met in a substitute measure pro- 
posed by the sponsors. 

The compromise bill is in- 
tended to settle the hot contro- 
versy between the city officials 
and the proposal’s backers, but 
its presentation yesterday at a 
hearing before the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee almost had 
the opposite effect. 

Tempers flared when the sub- 
stitute measure was offered, and 
the committee almost adjourned 
abruptly to prevent open war- 
fare. Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Lovis 
bealth commissioner, objected to 
a hearing on the new proposal 
until opponents had an oppor- 
tunity to study it. 

‘Aura of Secrecy.’ 

He charged that legislation had 
been handled in an “aura of 
secrecy.” 

Senator Richard J. Chamier of 
Moberly, one of the bill’s spon- 
sors, took exception to the re- 
mark, and demanded an explana- 
tion and an apology. Dr. Smith 
explained the city had not been 
officially informed about the 
legislation until after its intro- 
duction, and that there had been 
no advance information on the 
substitute. 

After the committee decided to 
postpone the hearing on the new 
proposal until April 30, the city 
officials hastily studied the sub- 
etitute and decided that it “ap- 
pears to meet our objections.”

Taylor recommended that the 
law be amended to cover specif- 
ically punch boards, crap tables, 
tip boards, baseball and weather 
tickets, and any other gaming de- 
vices. 

' He pointed out there is no law 
prohibiting possession or storage 
of gambling devices and equip- 
ment, unless it can be proved 
that it was set up and used for 
gambling. Mere possession or 
storage of such equipment should 
be a criminal offense, he said. 

Would Bar Manufacture. 

The Legislature, Taylor added, 
should make it illegal to manu- 
facture, sell, transport or distrib- 
ute gambling devices, and declare 
such property contraband and sub- 
ject to seizure and summary de- 
struction by police. 

Taking up a law enforcement 
problem, the Attorney General 
pointed out that state highway 
patrolmen are specifically denied 


by law the right of search and 
seizure even after lawful arrest. 
“The denial of these rights ma- 


'terially hampers such officers in 


the performance of their ordinary

F you are a budget-juggler who 
] counts on saving just a little 

from your food allowance to 
cover up minor extgavagances in 
the clothing or entertainment 
brackets, we might as well warn 
you. You will just have to find 
some other way of hiding your 
shortages, or your guilty sgcret 
will be out. The food budget re- 
fuses of cover up for you this 
week; it demands every dollar 


that belongs to it. Ang no cheat-| 


ing. 

Now this doesn’t mean that 
there have been drastic increases. 
It is just the old story of weekly 
fluctuations, due largely to 
weather conditions throughout 
the country, and this happens to 
be one of those weeks when there 
is a firmer undertone to most 
fresh fruit and vegetable prices 
Blame it on excessive rains down 
south, and take hope from the 
thought that the time is just 
around the corner when we can 
depend largely upon our own 
homegrown supplies. 

These homegrown products are 
already trickling into market, and 
with just a little more sunshine 
they will be here in earnest. 
Homegrown rhubarb and green 
onions are increasing, and last 
Friday saw the first mint on the 
market. : 

If you are one of that minority 
group which awaits the brief 
spring season of the seven-point 
turnip tops, you will be happy to 
know that the time is now. They 
only last a week or two, so if you 
want them, don’t delay. 

x *« * 

O much for the homegrown 
S picture. Now let’s take a look 

at the general set-up. There 
are only a few vegetables on 
which we can report appreciable 
reductions. Two of these — 
radishes and cucumbers—are used 
in such limited quantities that 
their price is hardly of vital im- 
portance. Radishes really took a 


nose-dive; cucumbers have mod-. 


erated less drastically. 

Corn is a little lower as sup- 
plies increase with the arrival of 
some good, new sweet corn from 
Texas. With its regular seasonal 
decline, asparagus is working 
down from the luxury class into 
a spot where it can be considered 
by the average shopper. 

Southern peas are coming in 
(we had some from Georgia last 
week) to compete with Western 
supplies, so yougwill find them 
a little lower. 

Peppers have settled down at 
a fair, steady price and there are 
plentiful supplies of spinach and 
all other greens. Celery is threat- 
ening to go a little higher; cab- 
bage and carrots are still abun- 
dant at fairly reasonable prices. 

Chances are you will pay more 
for fancy string beans this week- 
end. You will find that beets are 
scarce, as are Brussels sprouts. 
The latter are about through—in 
fact, were not available at all a 
few days ago, so supplies may be 
expected to be very irregular. 
Broccoli is also on the upward 
swing. 

You can blame the rains in 
Florida for the higher prices on 
tomatoes. Mexiean shippers fol- 
lowed suit and upped their prices, 
too 


We would like to give a nod 
of approval to eggplant. It was 
excessively high for so long, but 
changed its mind about two weeks 
ago and decided to be reasonable. 
Now, within the last 10 days, it 
has improved greatly in quality, 
so that there is some really beau- 
tiful eggplant in the markets. 
ae ee 

N the fruit market you will find 
| good buys in Delicious, Winesap 

or Willow Twig apples—all are 
of good, dependable quality. 
Grapefruit are cheap, and there 
are some fine, juicy lemons at 
lower prices. 

Prices of oranges went up 
slightly, but they are still good 
values. Incidentally, they have 
reversed. their trend—that is, 
whereas large sizes were your buy 
two weeks ago you will now get 
more for your money in the 
smaller sizes. 

If you like honeydews, get them 
while they are still here. There 
are a few left, and they may be 
the last. Pineapples are available 
—there are just occasional sup- 
plies of Emperor grapes and 
pears, both at higher prices. 

Strawberries are back in town 
after a temporary absence. How- 
ever, the southern berries are late 
this year and those which are 
here are, in the words of one of 
our favorite produce men, “acting 
like a spoiled child.” There is 
no denying they are tempera- 
mental, both as to quality and 
price.

“In view of the present state 
Highway Commission’s fine rec- 
ord of co-operation with the City 
of St. Louis, and the benefits 
derived by our people from a 
well-maintained and co-ordinated 


‘}sfate highway system, I bespeak 


your earnest consideration of the 
best interests of our citizens and 
respectfully urge retention of the 
present form of the commission.” 
Frank Kriz, St. Louis director 
of streets and sewers, told the 
committee that from his experi- 
ence he found that governmental 
boards are more effective if the 
membership is small. 
Former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, 
who headed a bi-partisan high- 
way study committee in 1949, 
also opposed the Quinn bill in a 
telegram to the committee. 
“As a long-time worker fof 
good roads in Missou,i,” the for- 
mer Governor said, “I strongly 
urge that Senate bill 198 be de- 
feated. In view of the record 
and performance of the present 
commission, the change should 
not even be considered. 
“Past and present efficient op- 
eration has given Missouri mo- 
torists one of the best highway 
systems in the nation. Almost 
one billion dollars expended over 
a period of 32 years without 
scandal or political domination is 
a splendid record. 
“The present bill would open 
the way for political log-rolling 
and maneuvering. The Highway 
Department should not be made 
a political football. Keep ef- 
ficiency, economy and courage in 
Missouri highway program.” 
Quinn Defends Bill. 
Senator William M. Quinn 
(Dem.) of Maywood, who intro- 
duced the bill with Senator J. E. 
Curry (Rep.) of Ava, contended 
an eight-man commission would 
be more representative of the 
state than the present four-man 
commission. He denied the meas- 
ure would throw the department 
into politics, contending the bill 
guards against that by providing 
that employes be hired on a bi- 
partisan basis. . 
He also defended a provision of 
the bill that would put the de- 
partment under general supervi- 
sion of a director named by the 
commission. 

The department is now under 
a chief engineer. argued 
the department should be oper- 
ated by a director with business 
experience, and the chief engi- 
neer should have only engineer-

Truman's outline of the plans

TOKYO, April 19 (INS)\—Am- 
bassador John Foster Dulles de- 
clared today the projected de- 
fense alliance with Australia and 
New Zealand is designed to add 
“a new link to the contemplated 
security pact with Japan.” 


It was the first.time that any 
American official had declared so 
positively that a Japanese-Ameri- 
can defense alliance is contem- 
plated after the peace treaty is 
signed. 

Dulles also told a press confer- 
ence that signing of the peace 
treaty could be expected by sum- 
mer. He added that he did not 
believe differences between the 
United States and Britain would 
delay a peace treaty and might 
actually “accelerate a treaty set- 
tlement because differences of 
ideas will be out on the table.” 

He said an anti-Communist pact 
between the United States and 
Japan was contemplated as soon 
as Japan was able to do its part. 

Asians greeted Truman’s an- 
nouncement of a defense alliance 
with Australia and New Zealand 
with mixed emotions. The Japa- 
nese were wholehearted in their 
praise, but the Chinese were re- 
ported bitterly opposed to the 
program.

W. Stuart Symington’s nomination as RFC 
administrator follows congressional approval, in 
a backhanded way, of the President’s plan to 
reorganize the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. The two events should give that belea- 
guered agency both relief from the scandals of 
the influence business and reinstatement in pub- 

' lie confidence. | 

After the Fulbright committee's repeated dis- 
closures of bad lending policy, improper use of 
official leverage and plain mismanagement, the 
RFC required an unusual chief to recover its 
reputation. The Truman Administration had 
few enough men to propose for so difficult a 
post, but it did have Mr. Symington. __.. 

His business record, as St. Louis knows inti- 
mately, was one of highly successful enterprise. 
His official record, as Republicans concede, is 
so good that there will be little opposition to 
his nomination. Mr. Symington has been Sur- 
plus Property Administrator, Secretary of the 
Air Force and, lately, chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board. 

Much of the NSRB work has been transferred 
to other agencies, in the defense crisis, and Mr. 
Symington’s remarkable energies can readily be 
used in the RFC. As one of the retiring RFC 
directors said, a man who would take the RFC 
post would have to be “a glutton for punish- 
ment.” Mr. Symington will have to stand in the 
spotlight, and he is used to that. More impor- 
tantly, he will have to rebuild the RFC from the 
top down, as required under the presidential 
reorganization plan. 

Aside from establishing a single administra- 
tor, the President’s plan would create a board 
to define lending policy, bringing into this the 
Secretaries of Commerce and the Treasury. 
And a special board would review all loans 
above $100,000. If the administrator rejected 
the board’s advice, he would have to state his 
reasons publicly. 

Publicity is, in fact, the best safeguard against 
loans to political friends, gambling hotels or 
wildcat oil ventures. Senator Fulbright some 
time ago offered a bill to make public essential 
information on RFC loans, including their pur- 
pose, the security offered and names of persons 
representing the applicant. These facts ought 
to be available to the public and to Congress. 

Even though the RFC may now be able to 
make a fresh start, the reforms should not get 
in the way of important unfinished business. 
The lending agency has been criticized since 
Jesse Jones was its administrator, and the Sen- 
ate has not completed its search into the RFC’s 
more sordid recent past. In fact, the Fulbright 
Committee has been ordered to look into 
charges that members of Congress peddled in- 
fluence with the RFC. 

It is essential that this phase of the inquiry 
be pushed to the limit. President Truman at 
one time “deduced” that some members of Con- 
gress took fees for helping applicants obtain 
RFC loans. He lJater said he could not prove it. 
The Fulbright committee ought to find out the 
full story. 

While the Senate studies the sorry record of 
the old RFC, the chamber should confirm Stuart 
Symington’s nomination quickly. He will need 
congressional support in attempting ‘to give the 
agency a new leadership and a new morale, and 
new freedom from political and personal en- 
tanglements which warped its past. 
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A Point to Remember 

Those who so vehemently support Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur's desire to attack Communist 
bases in Manchuria and even Chinese coastal 
cities seem to leave out of consideration one 
very special aspect of the Korean fighting. 

If war it be, it is a limited war, confined to 
the Korean peninsula by a sort of tacit agree- 
ment by both sides. While the United Nations 
forces have refrained from bombing and all 
other action against the Communists beyond the 
Yalu river, the Reds also have refrained from 
action against U.N. bases in Japan and against 
the floating airfields of the Seventh Fleet. 

It is not quite accurate to say that the Chinese 
and the North Koreans have been compelled to 
show such restraint because they lack all means 
to widen the field of their operations. They 
do have some planes—chiefly Russian fighters— 
and the source that supplied them could also 
supply bombers. It could also supply submar- 
ines for attacks on U.N. naval vessels. 

Granted that a limited war can only achieve 
limited objectives, there still is good sense in 
averting a universal showdown to settle a lim- 
ited problem. And it needs to be remembered 
that the limitations on Korean operations work 
both ways. It would be a momentous decision 
to sweep them aside, a decision from which the 
U.N. and the United States have wisely 
refrained. 
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Campaign for All Americans 


The nation’s private colleges and universities 
for Negroes are particularly hard hit by the 
sky-rocketing cost of education. They have al- 
most no endowments to provide a cushion, and 
their students as a group are perhaps least able 
of all American youths to pay higher tuition 
fees. The United Negro College Fund's cam- 
paign to raise $20,000 in this area deserves the 
fullest support, in order to help those colleges 
continue to provide an opportunity for higher 
education for Negroes. 
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Bonus or Vote Bait? 

The Missouri Legislature again is being asked 
to approve a veterans’ bonus. Roughly similar 
bills have been introduced in both the House 
and the Senate. 

Under each measure, veterans would be paid 
$10 a month for service within the United States 
and $15 for overseas service. The Senate bill 
sets a maximum of $400 for the former and $500 
for the latter. Under the House bill, the maxi- 
mum would be $500 in each case. Such differ- 
ences could be easily reconciled by the legisla- 
tors. The real question, however, is whether 
Missouri should pay this kind of bonus at all. 

We fully appreciate the sacrifices made by 
those who put on the uniform in World War II 
and for the Korean fighting. Yet we think this 
kind of handout ts a*poor way of showing this 
appreciation. Considering the current state of 
prices, the money would only be a little windfall 
for individual veterans—spent all too soon. Yet 
they and their fellow citizens would have to pay 
for it with an added touch of inflation and in 
new taxes on cigarettes, cigars, liquor, beer, 
juke boxes, vending machines and on their busi- 
ness profits. : 

It would be another story if unemployment 
were widespread and such general help were 
widely needed. But as matters now stand, the 
bonus would hardly be worth the cost. The 
chief beneficiaries d be the politicians who 


could use their supt re Qf Gy onus payments 
as an appeal for. veterans votes. And this 


would not be much of.a compliment to the good 
_ sense of the veterans. 

The United States has not been ungrateful to 
those called to the colors. Many benefits have 
been provided for the former Gls, including 
collegiate and technical training, insurance, spe- 
cial help in acquiring homes. Various kinds of 
help are still available to those in need. 

The Legislature might well consider whether 
the state can advantageously supplement such 
specific assistance. But a general bonus hand- 
out—costing perhaps $150,000,000 or more— 
hardly seems worth while. Giving the veteran 
a little handout and then loading him and 


everybody else with new taxes is not much of a@ 


compliment to his patriotism. In fact, it looks 
like vote bait pure and simple. : 
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Dawn on the Horizon 

A decision that could change the face of the 
world now goes before the parliaments of 
France, West Germany, Italy, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. The foreign 
ministers of those nations have signed the Schu- 
man coal-steel pool treaty. The people’s repre- 
sentatives must now decide whether to ratify it, 
and thereby place West Europe firmly and def- 
initely on the road to unification. ; 

A quick answer seems too much to hope for. 
This plan would slice away too much national 
sovereignty for that. It would establish that 
supra-national authority with broad powers af- 
fecting day-to-day living which has been instru- 
mental in keeping Britain out of the pool. 

The authority, whose members are to be 
chosen by the governments involved, could fix 
maximum and minimum wages and prices in the 
coal and steel industry within the pool area. 
Under certain conditions, it could order individ- 
ual companies to curtail production, and dis- 
tribute their products as the authority saw fit. 
It could finance expansion and modernization of 
individual concerns. 

All tariffs, restrictions against the free move- 
ment of coal and steel workers, governmental 
subsidies and private price-fixing agreements 
would be outlawed, at the end of a transition 
period. Some high-cost producers would have 
to close. Many laborers at least temporarily 
would be thrown out of work. 

Because of its control over wages and prices 
in coal and steel, the authority inevitably would 
play a major role in the determination of all 
wages and prices in the affected countries, apd 
hence in the daily life of almost every citizen, 
In fact, a very considerable portion of the 
powers now exercised by individual manage- 
ments and individual governments would be 
transferred to the nine men who will be the 
authority’s members. 

Set up as watchdogs over these nine men, 
with power only to advise in most cases but to 
order in some, would be four new international 
agencies. A council of ministers would repre- 
sent governments. A consultative committee 
would represent producers, workers and con- 
sumers. There would be a special parliament 
with sharply limited powers, and a _ special 
court to hear appeals from authority actions. 

Whether these agencies, and their powers, 
would be sufficient to assure democratic control 
is now up to the parliaments to determine. Se- 
curing final agreement in West Germany prom- 
ises to be peculiarly difficult. But many Ger- 
mans are likely to consider the proposal in the 
light of the fact that it would replace the Inter- 
national Ruhr Authority which the Germans 
dislike, a dnraise West Germany, six years after 
defeat, to almost equal status with France. 

From Germany's standpoint, it would be a 
bright day after a long night if this treaty is 
ratified. From the standpoint of a united Eu- 
rope, it would be the first glimmer of dawn 
after a night of many centuries. 
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Mr. Wahlgren Bats .727 


We started keeping book on Harry F. Wahl- 
gren, the weather man, the week before Easter. 
That was the week a minor snow storm caught 
him flat-footed with a forecast of “little 
change.” It set us to wondering just how right 
he might be over a fair test period. 

We are happy to report that in four weeks, 
during which Mr. Wahigren in his evening and 
Sunday morning forecasts made 132 statements 
about prospective weather, he was right, or rea- 
sonably close to right, 96 times. That repre- 

esents a batting average of .727, which even 
Musial would consider good. 

National weather bureau officials have 
claimed that daily forecasts for the nation as a 
whole turn out to be accurate 87 times out of 
100. By this standard Mr. Wahlgren has been 
below par lately, but we rather suspect the va- 
lidity of the standard. It obviously includes 
forecasts in places where the weather doesn't 
change much, and at seasons of the same sort. 
Anybody who can hit .727 for April weather in 
St. Louis is all right, that’s what we say. 

In this little spell of intimacy with the 
weather man, we've learned to admire his 
bounce. He can be felled by a wretched week 
during which he misses oftener than he hits, 
and yet get right up off the floor and come out 
slugging to score a perfect record. And if that 
seems to be mixing the metaphors, it is. 

Altogether, there was only one day during the 
test period when Mr. Wahlgren was not right on 
something. His greatest margin of error seems 
to be in predicting tomorrow’s low and high 
temperatures. He could improve his average if 
he weaseled on lows and highs, but we hope he 
won't try it. All that Mr. Wahlgren needs to 
do is to get in there and, as the phrase goes, 
pitch. 
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More Than a Little Learning 


With a grant from the Carnegie Corporation, 
Dartmouth College plans a three-year experi- 
ment with a Department of Russian Civiliza- 
tion. Most large universities offer Russian 
studies, but it is unusual for courses in Russian 
language, history or economics to be brought 
together at an undergraduate level. Yet more 
thorough information on Russia has become an 
educational necessity. 

In the Foreign Policy Bulletin, Vera Micheles 
Dean lists a series of Russian misconceptiens 
about America, and American misconceptions 
about Russia. It is her belief that the Soviet 
leaders underestimate the strength of the Amer- 
ican democracy and economy, while Americans 
hold contradictory beliefs about Russia, both ex- 
aggerating and minimizing her power and the 
appeal of her propaganda. If this is so, the 
ability to correct our misconceptions, at least, 
lies with us, our press and our educators. 

Any serious misunderstanding of Russia hin- 
ders the rational development of our policy to 
stop Communist aggression. And regardless of 
the outcome of events, the American people will 
have to live in the same world with the Russian 
people. Higher education owes the nation an 
organized effort to understand Russia. The 
Dartmouth project contributes to the effort.

In rejecting loyalty oath, California court defended university jobs 
against harassment, San Francisco newspaper says; no one’s loyalty 
was in question; court said use of special test other than cus- 
tomary pledge of allegiance “would be the forerunner of tyranny.” .

In a calm and well-reasoned decision, 
the Third State Appellate Court has di- 
rected the reinstatement of 18 University 
of Calitornia professors who were dis- 
missed from their jobs for their refusal to 
take a special “loyalty” oath prescribed by 
the Board of Regents. 

The sense of the court's findings is that 
the issue in the dispute was not whether 
Communism should be tolerated at the 
university: “All of the petitioners are 
scholars of recognized ability and achieve- 
ment in their respective fields. Additional- 
ly ... it is conceded that none ... has 


been charged with being a member of the 
Communist party or in any way subversive 
or disloyal.”’ 

The issue, the court found, was whether 
academic tenure at the university is sub- 
ject to the transitory moods of successive 
Boards of Regents, or is rooted in a more 
durable foundation. Ample evidence was 
found that the people of California, in 
framing their Constitution, intended that 
the faculty of the university should be 
made secure from harassment in order to 
do its job with maximum effectiveness. 


A Free University 


The court found that the special oath 
requirement of the Board of Regents vio- 
lated the State Constitution in two respects. 
It violated Section 9 of Article IX, which 
states: “The university shall be entirely 
independent of all political or sectarian 
influence and kept free therefrom in the 
appointment of its regents and in the ad- 
ministration of its affairs ...” 


And it violated Section 3 of Article XX, 
which prescribes a standard oath of allegi- 
ance for public officials and adds: ‘no 
other oath, declaration or test, shall be 
required as a qualification for any office 
of public trust.” 

In the light of such evidence, the court 
concluded “that the people of California 
intended, at least, that no one could be 
subjected, as a condition to holding office, 
to any test for political or religious belief 
other than his pledge to support the Con- 
stitution of this State and of the United 


‘munism alone, 


States; that that pledge is the highest 


loyalty that can be demonstrated by any 


citizen and that the exacting of any other 
test of loyalty would be antithetical to our 


fundamental concept of freedom. 


“Any other conclusion would be to 
approve that which from the beginning of 
our Government has been denounced as 
the most effective*means by which one 
special brand of political or economic phi- 
losophy can entrench and perpetuate itself 
to the eventual exclusion of all others; the 
inclusive test 
would be the forerunner of tyranny and 


imposition of any more 


oppression.” 
The Bedrock Principle 
This clear recital of bedrock American 


principle should go far to dispel the con- 


fusion that has wrapped itself around the 
“loyalty oath” controversy at the uni- 
versity. 

Its great service is in showing that, 
while its advocates touted the special oath 
as a means of weeding out Communists, 
the ones “weeded out” were conscientious, 
loyal scholars and teachers; that the oath’s 
inevitable effect was to impose a harsh 
handicap upon the search for truth at the 
university; that its effect would finally be 
to reduce the university “to an organ for 
the propagation of the ephemeral political, 
religious, social, and economic. philoso- 
phies, whatever they may be, of the ma- 
jority of the Board of Regents of that 
moment.” 

The State is fortunate to have judges of 
the wisdom and integrity to rise above the 
frantic and desperate involvements of the 
moment and set the rudder true on the 
long range course. The ultimate destina- 
tion of that course, as the court has made 
clear, is freedom—not freedom from Com- 
but freedom from aill 
threats of entrapment, from all directions. 


The proposal of the Board of Regents, 
by its threat to the search for truth, was a 
threat of entrapment, and as such, inimi- 
cal to the welfare of the people of Cali- 
fornia in exactly the same manner as the 
threat posed by the Communists. 


A Correct Test 


of Isolationism

When the proposal before the Senate 
was to admonish Harry S. Truman to con- 
sult further before sending more than 
four divisions of troops to Europe, the 
members of that group approved the pro- 
posal by 49 votes in favor to 43 votes 
against. 

When the proposal before the Senate 
was to require a statement from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff certifying enough air pow- 
er in Europe to guarantee the “safety and 
effectiveness” of United States troops in 
Europe before any;-more be sent, the mem- 
bers of the Senate voted the proposal 
down by 64 votes against to 24 in favor.

What the 49 votes for the McClellan 
resolution were cast for was the proposi- 
tion that Harry S. Truman is not trusted 
by the Senate to execute policies which 
the Senate does approve. There can be 
no doubt that the Senate does approve 
the policies themselves.

The Way of His Fathers 


THE PROPER GODS, by Virginia Sorensen. (Harcourt, 

Brace & Ce., 309 pgs., $3.) 

When Adan Savala was discharged from 
the United States Army, he did not re- 
turn: to his childhood home in Arizona, 
but went instead to Potam, one of the 
seven sacred villages of Sonora, Mexico.

A survey of the major states in 
which compulsory iégislation was 
introduced, Oklahoma, Michigan, 
Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Wash- 
ington and Minnesota, showed 
that all legislation either was 
dropped or “watered down” so 
that no state institution would be 
compelled to grant video rights. 
There was no evidence of an 
organized television industry lob- 
by in any of the states, nor was 
there any apparent battle by the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation against legislation which 
might have broken the year-long 
‘“moratoriunY’ on live football 
video. 

However, the college tactic was 
displayed when the going was 
tough for the University of Okla- 
oma before the legislature. 
Other members of the Big Seven 
conference quickly notified 
Sooner officials that they would 
be banned from conference grid 
competition should television be 
required. 

The Big Ten might fave taken 
the same position had any of its 
members been required to tele- 
vise, and. the [Illinois legislature 
has asked the conference for an 
opinion on what conference at- 
tion would be if television was re- 
quired. 


Both the N.C.A.A., facing an 
anti-trust investigation to de-

One of the greatest difficulties 
in organizing the civil defense 
program in St. Louis is to over- 
come the apathy of the average 
citizen, Raymond R. Tucker, civil 
‘defense director, said last night. 

Speaking before the St. Louis 
section, American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, at the Con- 
gress Hotel, Tucker said that St. 
Louis, as an industrial and rail- 
road center, would be a logical 
target in event of war. — 

“We know that Russia has the 
atomic bomb and the aircraft 
manpower to deliver it,” Tucker 
said. He added that the Air 
Force has said it could intercept 
not more than 30 per cent of the 
attacking planes. 

How the civil defense program 
would operate to reduce casual- 
ties was explained by Tucker 
after he described what the ef- 
fect would be if an atomic bomb 
was dropped on Union Station. 

“The program is working to 
organize police to prevent panic; 
the Fire Department to reduce 
the fire hazard; welfare workers 
to aid those made homeless; 
communication systems to give 
ample warning; transportation 
to provide mobile units; traffic 
control to prevent confusion, and 
hospital services and first aid,” 
Tucker said. 

If an atomic bomb hit Union 
Station without warning and 
without preparadness it would 
result in complete destruction of 
the clothing industry; 50 per cent 
destruction of the shoe industry 
and wholesale grocery ware- 
houses; 25,000 to 50,000 person 
left homeless; three hospitals and 
all court buildings destroyed or 
made useless, and 310 other in- 
dustrial concerns destroyed put- 
ting 192,000 persons out of work, 
he said. 

“A total of 120,000 casualties, 
with 40,000 killed and 20,000 dy- 
ing within 24 hours, could be ex- 
pected,” Tucker said. 

Tucker is on leave of absence 
as chairman of Washington Uni- 
versity’s department of niechan- 
ical engineering. He was appoint- 
ed civil defense director last} 
Jan. 28.

Cleared, but Grand 
Jury Reports ‘Laxity’ 
on Gambling in Past. 


Former Sheriff Dallas T. Har- 
rell of Madison county, Mayor 
Stephen Maeras and Police Chief 


Barney Fraundorf of Madison re- 
ceived clean bills of health yes- 
terday from the Madison county 
grand jury which, however, re- 
ported there had been “great 
laxity” by law enforcement offi- 
cers in the past in enforcement 
of gambling laws. 

No-true bills were returned in 
the cases of Harrell and the 
Madison officials who had been 
accused of tolerating wide open 
gambling in 1949 and 1950. 
Maeras and Fraundorf had been 
charged in warrants, issued on 
complaint of James O. Monroe, 
Collinsville publisher, with mal- 
feasance in failing to suppress 
operation of Madison’s notorious 
gambling casino, the 200 club. 
It and the Hyde Park Club in 
Venice were closed in a raid by 
state police last May. 

The grand jury of 23 members, 
in a final report to Circuit Judge 
Edward F. Bareis, who had or- 
dered investigation’ of Harrell’s 
administration, said it had made 
a “full and thorough” inquiry 
into gambling and that “it is our 
opinion that at this time there 
does not exist any commercial 
gambling on a large scale.” 
Apparently referring to past 
practice in whith gamblers were 
fined periodically, the jury rec- 
ommended that “in the event of 
repeated violations, more severe 
penalties be imposed.” , 

Urging that future grand juries 
“maintain the same viligance that 
we have attempted to” with re- 
spect to gambling, the jury sug- 
gested that the State’s Attorney 
and Sheriff warn all law enforce- 
ment officers in writing that “op- 
eration of handbooks, dice games, 
punchboards, bingo trees and all 
other gambling devices will not 
be tolerated and that if it is 
brought to our attention that 
there is a violation in this re- 
spect, they will be summoned te 
appear before this grand jury.” 

The term of the grand jury will 

end May 28. 
More severe punishment for 
gamblers was urged by the jury, 
which suggested imposition of 
progressive penalties provided in 
the state law against violators. 
Second offenders of the gaming 
statute may be given jail terms 
and third offenders are liable to 
penitentiary sentences. 

Former Sheriff Harrell in tes- 
tifying in February before the 
Senate Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee admitted knowing that the 
Hyde Park Club and 200 Club 
were operating during his term 
in office. He said he left law 
enforcement in incorporated areas 
to local officials. hie. 

State’s Attorney: Austin Lewis 
was commended for the “diligent 
way” he introduced evidence and 
presented witnesses, as was Ralph 
T. Smith, young Alton attorney, 
who was named special prosecu- 
tor in the Maeras-Fraundorf case 
after Monroe protested against 
Lewis serving.

been enlarged to include the Fed- 
= Security Agency as a mem- 

r. ; 

FSA is the sixth federal agency 
to be placed in the organization, 
which also includes representa- 
tion of the 10 states in the basin. 
FSA’s member was seated here 
yesterday. 

The enlargement is indicative 
of a progressive increase in ac- 
ceptance of the committee’s work 
as an informal directing unit for 
the multi-billion-dollar improve- 
ment under way in the basin. jij 
Proponents of the existing method | 
of procedure through independ- 
ent agencies have been persist- 
ent in promoting Interagency, in 
effect, as the over-all regional 
planner. 

Interagency Almost 6 Years Old. 


Interagency now almost six 
years old, has taken over and 
materially expanded the Pick- 
Sloan plan, which was adopted 
officially late in 1944. Pick-Sloan 
was a merger of water develop- 
ment schemes of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers and the In- 
terior Department’s Bureau of | 
Reclamation. 

As established originally, under 
sponsorship of a comparable fed- 
eral river basin Interagency Com- 
mittee at Washington, the Mis- 
souri Basin Committee included 
presentation from the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau and from the Agriculture 
Department and_ the Federal 
Power Commission. 

The undertaking has been en- 
larged by addition of the pending 
proposal of the Agriculture De- 
partment for an ambitious system 
of soil conservation. FPC is a 
member in order to foster hydro- 
electric power development. Sev- 
eral years ago the Commerce 
Department was added, as it was 
realized that economic factors 
entered into the basin planning 
function. 

Reasons for Adding FSA. 

Addition now of the security 
agency, at the request of the fed- 
eral committee, is due to the im- 
portance of dealing with water 
pollution control, stream sanita- 
tion and related public health 
problems. FSA's representative 
on the committee is Glen J. Hop- 
kins of Kansas City, officer in 
charge of Missouri drainage basin 
office of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

The Interagency scheme for 
dealing with major watershed | 
problems has been growing, part- | 
ly as an effort to offset the con- | 
tinued efforts to establish a new 
form of unified regional agency, 
such as the long-advocated Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. The Mis- 
souri Basin Committee, oldest of 
the group, appears to have pro- 
gressed farthest. It was succeed- 
_ed by a corresponding organiza- 
tion in the adjoining Columbia 
river basin. 

For the first time, it is planned 
to have these two committees 
meet jointly. The session is be- 
ing arranged for next month at 
Bozeman, in Montana, where the 
two basins meet. 

One difficulty in fixing a date 
is a corflict with the regular 
meeting of a third adjoining In- 
teragency commitiee, in the Ar- 
kansas river basin. The latter 
group covers 10 states from Ar- 
kansas to New Mexico, including 
Missouri. 

Two New Members at Meeting. 


Two new federal members of 
the Missouri Basin Committee 
participated in the -ession here. 
They are Harrell F. Mosbaugh of 
Billings, Mont., representing the 
Interior Department, and Brig. 
Gen. Don G. Shingler, of Omaha, 
Nebr., until recently stationed at 
St. Louis, representing the Army 
Engineers. ) 

Mosbaugh succeeds W. G. 
Sloan, retired co-author of the 
Pick-Sloan plan, as an _  Inter- 
agency member and as chairman 
of a departmental field commit- 
tee co-ordinating work of the va- 
rious Interior bureaus of the Mis- 
souri Valley. Shingler holds a 
seat formerly occupied by the 
other author of Pick-Sloan, Maj. 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick, who now is 
chief of engineers. 

Representation of the basin 
states on Interagency is provided 
through appointment by the Mis- 
souri River States Committee, an 
organization of the basin state 
governors and their aids. Here- 
tofore the number was balanced 
-to equal the number of federal 
members, having been increased 
from four governors to five when 
the Commerce Department was 
added. 

Three of the governor mem- 
-bers were present yesterday— 
Val Peterson of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the River States Commit- 
tee: Sigurd Anderson of South 
Dakota and C. Norman Brunsdale 
of North- Dakota. : 

The others, Forrest Smith of 
Missouri and John W. Bonner 
of Montana, were absent, as has 
frequently been the case. Those 
present decided not to add a 
sixth governor to Interagency, 
but to leave the question to the 
states committee which probably 
will not meet before next 
December.

As a newspaper editor, he 
fought the old League of Nations 
after World War I. As a United 
States Senator he led the fight 
i} against amending the Neutrality 
Act to permit arms shipments to 
| Great Britain at the beginning of 
'the second war in Europe. He 
also opposed lend-lease.

Bill on Truman’s Desk 
Will End Chances of 
Many to Get, Reinstate 
Policies. 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 


—Here are points for veterans of 
World Wars I and II to keep in 
mind about government insur- 
ance — and some of them had 
better act fast. 

Last week Congress passed a 
bill making changes in what vet- 
erans could do about such insur- 
ance. Those changes go into ef- 
fect as soon as President Tru- 
man signs this bill into law. 


(It’s not certain he'll sign it. 
However, he’s expected to, no 
later than April 28. So if what 
is explained here affects you, it 
will be smart to assume the bill 
will become law and act quickly, 
before April 28). 


In both world wars service men 
could, although they didn’t have 
to, buy government insurance of 
two general kinds: term and per- 
manent. Since they didn’t have 
to buy it, many never did. 


But ever since they got out of 
service, because they were vet- 
erans, they have been free to buy 
it any time they wished to. They 
still can do so, but only until the 
President signs the bill into law. 

Thereafter, any veteran who 
never had bought any government 
insurance never will be able to 
buy any. If you've never bought 
any, but have been thinking of 
doing so, you can still buy it, 
provided— 

You file with your nearest Vet- 
erans Administration office an 
application for government insur- 
ance before the bill becomes law. 

Can Be Reinstated. 

Many veterans bought the in- 
surance while in _ service. But 
many dropped it after getting out. 
For instance, only about 4,000,000 
veterans of World War II still 
have the insurance they bought 
in the service. 


What about these veterans, the 
ones who once had the insurance 
but dropped it? 

Once the new law goes on the 
books, will they forever be un- 
able to reinstate their old insur- 


Any veteran who ever had the 
insurance but dropped it can still 
reinstate it after the law goes 


into effect, provided—the polity 
he had was of the permanent 
kind, such as straight life or en- 
dowment. 

To say it another way: If you 
ever had a permanent policy but 
dropped it, you can reinstate it 
any time you wish, even after the 
new law goes into effect. The 
new law won't change your right 
to do that. 

But the new law will make a 
difference for a veteran who had 
the term insurance. And this is 
why: 

Government term insurance 
runs for a certain period of years. 
Until now a veteran who had term 
insurance but let it lapse—that 
is, dropped it—could at any time 
in the future, even years after- 
wards, renew it if he wished. 


Change in New Law. 

The new law makes a change 
in this. Under the new law a vet- 
eran will not be able to reinstate 
his lapsed term insurance unless 
he does so within the specified 
period life of his policy. 

For example: Jones bought term 
insurance in 1948. Its life ends 
in 1953. Jones let it lapse in 1949. 
If he doesn’t reinstate it before 
its expiration date in 1953, he’ll 
never—under the new law—be 
able to get Government term in- 
surance again. 

Smith bought term insurance in 
1942. Its specified period ended 
in 1950. So the life of his policy 
has ended. If he wants to buy 
any more Government term in- 
surance, he must do so within the 
few days he has left before Pres- 
ident Truman signs the new bill 
into law. 

What about a veteran who has 
term insurance but wants to 
switch it to the permanent kind? 
Will the new law change anything 
for him? No. He can change it 
to permanent any time, so long 
as he had a term policy at the 
time. he made the switch.

Not only do the Soviets permit 
no other telephone lines between 
their zone of occupation and the 
remainder of Austria, they also 
use their veto in the Allied coun- 
cil to try to stop the construction 
of new telephone lines in the 
western zones.

HERE are two reasons for every divorce. One of them is 
a: “a good reason,” the other is the real reason. I have 
| probably heard as many of the “good reasons” as anyone 
élse has. At the American Institute of Family Relations in Los 
Angeles, of which I am director, we give more than 6000 
personal consultations each year and receive more than 50,000 
letters from people who have problems of various kinds and 
want help. Through this column I get many thousands more. | 
But there isn’t a great deal of variety among these thousands 
of “good reasons.”

HERE ARE SOME of the most frequent: 

1. “We haven't anything in common!” A good reason for 
divorce. Of course they could easily get any number of things 
in common if they wanted to, but they don’t want to—the 
real reason. 

2. “We are badly mated, sexually!” A good reason for a 
divorce, unless you really want to succeed in marriage; in 
which case, you need re-education. Write me in care of the 
Post-Dispatch (enclosing a stamped, self-addressed envelope) 
and I'll send you particulars. This is usually one of the easiest 
problems to solve, if husband and wife really want to solve 
it. If they don’t want to, then you have the real reason. 

3. “We are quarreling all the time.” Good enough reason, 
but have you tried any other way of dealing with differences 
of opinion? I can tell you how, but if you prefer not to know 
how, then we've come to the real reason! 

4. “He isn’t at all the same man that I married!” Sounds 
like a good reason, doesn’t it? But of course he never was the 
man you married, and you aren’t the woman he married. 
Are you going to base a marriage on what you are? It 
won't be hard to do that, in most instances. Or are you going 
to break up the marriage because of what you are not? If 
so, the real reason isn’t very creditable to you. 

5. “We can’t agree about the children.” A very good 
reason, in popular opinion, for breaking up a home. But rll 
bet the children can’t agree about you either.

As a boy in St. Gall, Switzer- 
land, he wrote articles about the 
missions in Africa and said to 
himself that some day he, too, 
would work in the missions. A 
priest in his town advised him 
to go to the Jesuits because they 
had missions all over the world 
and he would surely get to go to 
one of them. His family did not 
approve of the idea too strongly 
so first he compromised by learn- 
ing a trade.

half year,” he recalls, “but 

then I got tired of sitting.

Finally there came the day 
when he was sent away, not to 
darkest Africa, but to Cleveland. 
Brother Schell points out that he 
could have requested a _ special 
assignment but it was convention- 
al to go where one was sent, and 
besides he thought there might 
be missionary work to do in 
America as well. 

At the St. Stanislaus novitiate 
at Parma just outside Cleveland, 
he was entirely among German 
speaking people, and there he 
stayed for a year as assistant 
cook. As he went on to other as- 
signments, he picked up English,

most of it out of books, but, as he 
puts it, “I never went to school 
in the English language.” 

Two more years he spent as a 
cook in Mankato, Minn., at a 
small parish, then 10 years at 
Campion College (now Campion 
High School), Prairie du Chien, 
Wis., where he was in charge of 
taking care of the chapels. 

Then in 1916 came the call 
from South Dakota. An aging 
brother there was going blind and 
had to leave the shoe shop. When 
he discovered he was to follow 
the trade he had learned, Broth- 
er Schell was delighted. 

“I thought I had reached my 
goal,” he says. 

His new home was the Pine 
Ridge Catholic Mission, a Gov- 
ernment - supported boarding 
school for Sioux Indians only. 
His primary job was to teach the 
350 children to repair.shoes by 
hand. 

“But then I found out the mis- 
sion had no eggs,” he recalls. 
“Lent came and they sent a 
brother to the nearest railway 
town 32 miles away to buy eggs 
and there were no eggs. We were 
hundreds of miles from the big 
cities like Omaha, so I said to 
the supervisor, ‘If we are so far 
out in the country, we should 
have our own poultry farm. I 
will take care of it.’” 

That began Brother Schell’s 
career as chicken farmer, in 
charge of 700 White Leghorns, 
and—“for the fun of the chil- 
dren”—45 rabbits. 

“And from then on we had 
eggs,” he beams. “Every child 
had Easter eggs, and on Thanks- 
giving day we had chicken din- 
ners. The children were so hap- 
py about it.” 

Perhaps because of his other

activities, Brother Schell had no 
difficulties getting his small In- 
dian charges to work for the 
“hampa kacha” (moccasin mak- 
er) as they called him. 

“I would say to them, ‘You 
can sing, you can whistle, you 
can talk, but you must work,” 
and they did good work.. Every 
boy could make a bridle for him- 
self for good behavior and we 
would cut the bridles to suit 
each one.” 

A zither player in Switzerland, 
Brother Schell soon fell heir to 
another job, that of leading the 
brass band, which he built up 
from 25 to 48 players. Caring 
for the sick, among the priests 
and ers, was just another 
part-time > pe

HEN in 1928, Brother Schell 
himself fell sick, and had to 
come to St. Louis for expert 
care for a kidney ailment. He had 
hoped to stay for the summer 
and return to the mission when 
school started, but the specialist 
here decided it was the alkaline 
water at the mission which had 
caused the illness. So as Brother 
Schell decided philosophically, 
“Better in good health in St. 
Louis than half dead out there.” 
And the move proved beneficial 
both in his health and comfort. 
He still considers the St. Louis 
winters mild in comparison to 

South Dakota. 
“Out there,” he shivers, “it is 
80 cold, nobody walks, everybody 


runs. 

A part-time job in the cloister 
dining room turned into a full 
time one and now Brother Schell 
supervises the eight waiters, three 
brothers who are his assistants, 
and two dishwashers. A layman 
is in charge of the kitchen, its 


' 


two cooks, and helpers, and Broth- 
er, Schell has no responsibility 
for the food—“except to accept 
complaints and report them.” 

However, he points out, “My 
customers are very dependable, 
very good. They always come 
back.” He feels that perhaps the 
fact that the food is free may 
have something to do with it. 

His life in St. Louis had not 
been entirely bounded by the din- 
ing room. For a while he led a 
brass band for Negro boys and 
used money provided by benefac- 
tors to give free musical train- 
ing to those who could not afford 
it. But he found it was harder 
to corral boys from all over the 
city to practice than it had been 
to catch them at a boarding 
school. 

“I had some good, faithful, de- 
pendable ones,” he says regret- 
fully, “but only some.” 

His sister, Barbara Schell, who 
came from Switzerland when he 
was ill, remained here to live in 
Wellston, and he has another reg- 
ular visitor, a Sioux Indian boy 
who is a student at the university 
and likes to visit with someone 
who knows his home. 

The celebration for Brother 
Schell’s anniversary was in keep- 
ing with his order. There was a 
solemn high mass conducted by 
Father Paul C. Reinert with a 
sermon by Father Albert 
Muntsch, and a dinnér in the 
dining room. 

There is no retirement for a 
lay brother, and Brother Schell 
would not wish for it if there 
were. 

“I’m in pretty good shape 
now,” he says with satisfaction. 
“So long as I'm able to do. my 
work, I will work. That’s my 
plan for the future.” 


Sausage Moves to Dinner Table

AUSAGE, which we used to 

think of as a breakfast dish,

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MacArthur Followed Father as Soldier 


_His Mother Brought Him Up to Think He Was Child of Destiny; He Won Point With Woodrow Wilson

Following is the fifth install- 
ment condensed from the book, 
“The Riddle of MacArthur,” pub- 
lished by and Bros. and 
copyright 1951 by John Gunther. 
The book, a current best seller, 
was written some months previ- 
ous te President Truman’s dis- 
missal of Gen. MacArthur. 

NE reason why so many peo- 
0 ple dislike Gen. Douglas Mac- 

Arthur is simple enough—they 
are jealous of his superiorities, 
which are, indeed, extreme. He 
was first in his class at West 
Point; his performance there was 
the most brilliant in many years, 
and in some details has never 
been surpassed. His over = all 
scholastic record for four years 
was 98.14 per cent, and in sev- 
eral courses he was the only ca- 
det ever to have entered the 
Academy who made perfect 
marks—a flat 100 per cent. 

He was the youngest division 
commander in France in World 
War I, the youngest superin- 
tendent West Point ever had, the 
youngest active major general in 
the Army, the youngest Chief of 
Staff, and the youngest man ever 
to become a full general. He is 
the only soldier in American his- 
tory whose father was also Chief 
of Staff, and the first full gen- 
eral ever to win the Congrese- 
sional Medal of Honor—his fath- 
er won it, too. He is the first 
American ever to become a field 
marshal in another nation’s army, 
and the first American com- 
mander to fly the flag of the 
United Nations. 

Douglas MacArthur was born at 
Little Rock, Ark., on Jan. 26, 
1880, the third son of Lt. Gen. 
Arthur MacArthur, who was on 
post there at the time, and a lady 
of good family from Virginia 
whose maiden name was Mary 
Hardy. Originally the father came 
from Wisconsin, and the present 
MacArthur still considers Mile 
waukee his home town. His pa- 
ternal grandfather, a thistly char- 
acter (the family is of Scotch ori- 
gin), was a lieutenant governor 
of Wisconsin, and had consider- 
able local fame. Young Douglas 
lived in Army posts most of his 
youth, and it is a matter of fam- 
ily record that, as a child, he 
heard the drum beats of hostile 
Indians. Camp life, army life, 
dominated all his early years, and 
it never occurred to him to be 
anything but a soldier when he 
grew up.

T. GEN. ARTHUR MAC AR- 

THUR had an exceptionally 

vigorous military career; there 
are pertinent similarities betwe 
father and son. The elder MacAr- 
thur enlisted for service in the 
Civil War at 16, and while still a 
youth won his Congressional 
Medal (for reckless gallantry un- 
der fire) at the Battle of Mission- 
ary Ridge. Also, like his son}Mac- 
Arthur was severely wounded in 
several engagments, largely be- 
cause he exposed himself with 
little regard for safety. 

MacArthurs are an Impetuous 
breed. Again like his son, the 
elder MacArthur had a great deal 
to do with the Philippines. It was 
he, in fact, who cleaned up the 
last Filipino resistance after the 
Spanish-American War, and be- 
came the first American military 
governor of the islands. His policy 
there was, like that of his son 
40 years later in Japan, marked 
both by a stern sense of justice 
and magnanimity. 

It is a matter of great pride to 
the present MacArthur that it was 
his father who first introduced 
habeas corpus in the Philippines, 
just as he himself first brought 
this most cardinal and efficacious 
of democratic instruments to 
Japan. 

“Whenever I perform a mis- 
sion and think I have done it 
well, I feel that I can stand up 
squarely to my dad and say, 
‘Governor. how about it?’” 
MacArthur told a friend in 
Tokyo not long ago. 

The father’s career and char- 
acter put a mark on MacArthur 
that nothing has ever effaced, 
but he was the child of his 
mother too. He adored her; she 
adored him. She deliberately 
brought him up to think that he 
was a child of destiny, and her 
influence was illimitable; much of 
his ambition comes from her, his 
personal force, and his faith in 
the future. When he was a cadet 
at West Point, she lived nearby, 
so that she could always be close 
to him; similarly Sara Delano 
Roosevelt took a house in Boston 
when F.D.R. went to Harvard. 

Mrs. MacArthur coached her 
remarkable son, gave him love 
and confidence, and taught him 
to venerate his father. She out- 
lived her husband by many years 
(again the analogy to Sara Roose- 
velt is close) and focused the en- 
tire weight of her life on her 
son’s well-being. She died in

The manner of the father’s 
death in 1912 has become a minor 
Drama hangs copiously 
on the MacArthurs.*The old Gen- 
eral, living in Milwaukee in the 
evening of his life, said that he 
had only one. regret, that he could 
not die at the head of his troops. 
His regiment was about to hold 
its fiftieth reunion. Somebody 
thought that the venerable Gen. 
MacArthur, even though he was 
bedridden, might put in a brief 
appearance. He did so, though 
this meant defiance of his doc- 
tors. He rose to speak, and said 
that, considering the state of his 
health, this would be the last 
time he would ever be able to 
greet his comrades. On finishing 
his speech, he fell dead. So his 
last wish, that he might die with 
his own regiment, was remarkably 
fulfilled.

On Climbing Ladders. 

EFORE THE BETTER part of 
b the population starts going up 
to install window screens, 
wash windows or paint the house, 
we'd like to say a few short words 

on the subject of ladders. ~ 
Don’t ever go.yp a ladder un- 
less you are itive that it is 
solid and free from cracks or 
splits. The base of the ladder 
should be placed about one-fourth 
the length of the ladder away 
from whatever the ladder is lean- 
ing against. If the ladder must 
rest on a slightly slippery sur- 
face, tack some strips of inner 
tube around the ends or rest the 
legs of the ladder in old tennis 
shoes. An even better way to 
prevent the ladder slipping is to 
run a line from the lower rung 
and fasten this to the base of the 
wall. Make certain that the lad- 
der sits evenly at top and bottom 
beforé you start climbing up. If 
the ground upon which the lad- 
der rests is uneven, make a base 
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of heavy planks and rest the lad- 
der on this. 

Always keep one hand free 
when working from a ladder to 
hold on with. Paint, washing

She is not addressing 
him as “you-all.” What she is 
sayingJs: ‘Do you (meaning “this 
store’> have such-and-such a 
brand . of coffee?” The clerk 
would never answer, “Yes, ma‘m, 
I have that brand.” His answer 
would be: “Yes, ma’m, we have 
that brand.” 

In short, the Southern “‘you-all” 
is always a plural pronoun even 
when it is.said to a single person. 
It means, you and your establish- 
ment, you and your wife or hus- 
band, you and your family, you 
and your friends or fellow work- 
ers. When the actor uses “you- 
all” in the singular he makes him- 
self ridiculous in the eyes of 
Southern people.

Southerners also confuse North- 
erners by the three different in- 
flections which are given to “you- 
all,” thus: “We want YOU all to 
come to dinner Thursday evening. 
We'd like to have you ALL if yawl 
can come.” This sounds very 
queer to the non-Southerner. But 
to the Southerner it is a perfectly 
natural way of saying: “We want 
you and your family to come to 
dinner Thursday evening. We'd 
like to have every one of you if 
you (plural) can come.” 

Now I'd like to correct the er- 
roneous idea current among most 
non-Southerners that the use of 
“vou-all” is grammatically incor- 
rect. It is not, for the term oc- 
curs in the’ speech of all levels of 
society. It is far more accurate to | 
say that “you-all” is a historic and 
long established Southern idiom, 
perfectly proper grammatically 
and logically. As one Southern 
versifier puts it:
